tnportant problem with which we weie 
then called u poo to deal. Thfi consider- 


JDS then advanced, and the expnEition 


oE the views therein expressed, disclosed 
my sense of the extreme gravity of the 
situation. Setting aside, as logically ur>- 
lounded or practically iuadimaaibltf, the 
recognition of the Cuban insurgents .is 
belligerents, tho recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Cuba, neutral intervention 
,o pud the war by imposing a raiional 
compromise between tne contestant1", in- 
tervention iu favor of one or the other 
party, and forcible annexation o£ the 
aland, I cooeluded it was honestly dnf 
to onr friendly relations with Spain that 
,he should be given a reasonable chance 
to realize her expectations of reform to 
which she had become irrevocably com 
milled. Within a few weeks pi^viously 
she had announced uompreiiuiinivH plans 
which it was confidently asserted would 
be etliiiacions to remedy tlie evila so dec.p- 
T affecting our own country, NO injurious 
to the true in'erfsts of the mother coun- 
try as well as to those of Cuba, and so 
repuenant to the univsrsal sentiment of 
lurmuiity. 


Ailtniuiiiiy n KiiUliro. 


The ensuing month brought litile sign 


of real progi pas toward the pacification 
of Cuba. The autonomous admmislra- 


ons set up in Uie capital and some of 


the principal cities appeared not to gain 
the iavor of the inhabitants nor to be 
,ble to extend their influence to the large 
extent of territory held by the insurgents, 
while the military arm, obviously unable 
to cope with the still active rebellion, 
continued many of tlie most objectionable 
,nd offensive policies of the government 
that had preceded it. 
3Sro tangible relief 


was afforded tbe vast numbers of unbup 
py reconcentrados, despite tbe reiterated 
jroftssions made in that, regard and the 
amount appropriated bv Spaiu to that 
end. The proffered expedient of zones

ises of succor conld well have been ten- 
dered to tbe exhausted and destitute 
people, stripped of all that made life and 
home dear and herded in a strange region 
among unsympathetic strangers hardly 
less necessitous than themselves. 


By the end of Daeeoiuar the mortality 


among them had largely increased. Con- 
servative estimates from Spanish sources 
placed the daaths anoong these distressed 
people at over 40 per ceuc. from the time 
General Weyier's decree of recoucentra- 
nou was enforced. 
With the acquies- 


cence of the Spanish authorities a sctieine 
was adopted for lelief by charitable con- 
tributions raised in this country and din-.'1 


tributed, under the direction of the con- 
sul-general and the several consuls, by 
noble and earnest individual 
efloit 


through the organized, agencies of the 
Ameiicim lied Cross. Thousands of 
lives were thus saved, but many thous- 
and s more w ere inaccessible to such forms 
of aid. 


The war continued on the old footing' 


without comprehensive plan, developing 
only the same spasmodic encounters, bar- 
ren of strategic result, that had marked 
tbe course of the earlier ten years' re- 
bellion as well as the present insurrection 
trom its start. No alternative save physi- 
cal exhaustion of either combatant, and 
therewithal the practical ruin of-the 
island, lay in sight, but how tar distant 
no one could venture to conjecture. 


DfAtriiotioil of the Filuiiifl. 


At this juncture, on the loth or Feb- 


ruary last, occurred the desUucUon of 
tha battle slup Maine while rightfully 
lying in the harbor of Havana on a mis- 
sion of international courtesy and good 
will—a catastrophe the suspicious nature 
and horror ol which stirred the nation's 
heart profoundly. Ic is a striking evi- 
dence of the poise and sturdy good sense 
iHatiuguisbing our national character 
that this shocking blow, falling upon a 
getieroua people, already deeply touched 
by preceding eventa in Cuba, did not 
move them to an instant, desperate re- 
solve to tolerate no longer the existence 
of a condition of danger and disorder at 
our doora that made possible such a deed, 
by whomsoever wrought. Yet the in- 
stinct ot justice prevailed and the nation 
anxiously awaited the result of the 
searching investigation at once set on 
foot. Tne finding ot the naval board ot 
inquiry established that the origin of the 
explosion was external by a submarine 
unne, and only halted, through lack ot 
positive testimony, to lax the responsibil- 
ity ot its authorship. 


All these things carried conviction to 


the most thonghttui, even before the 
linding of the naval court, that a crisis 
m our relations with Spain and toward 
Cuba was at hand. So strong was this 
belief that it needed but a brief Execu- 
tive suggestion to the Congress to receive 
immediate answer to the duty of making 
instant provision for ;-he possible and 
perhaps speedily probable emergency of 
war, and tbe remarkable, almost unique, 
spectacle waa presented of a unanimous 
vote of both Houses, on UieOihof March, 
appropriating flfty million dollars ''for 
the national defense and for each and 
every purpose connected therewith, to 
be expended at tbe discretion of the 
President." 


This Country Not 1'1'cpuroil For W»r. 
That this act of provision came none 


too soon was disclosed when the applica- 
tion of the fund was undertaken. Our 
coasts were practically undefended. Our 
navy needed large provision tor increased 
ammunition and supplies, and even num- 
bers to cope with any sudden attack 
from the navy of Spain, which comprised 
modern vessels of the highest type of 
cpntiaental peifection. Our army also 
required enlargement of men and muni- 
tions. The details of the hurried prepa- 
ration for the dreaded contingency is 
told in the reports of the Secretaries of 
War and of the Navy, and need not be 
repeated here. It is sulliuieut to say that 
the outbreak of war, when it did come, 
found our nation not unprepared to 
meet the conflict. 


Nor was the apprehension of coming 


strife confined to our own country. 
It 


wai felt by the continental powers, 
which, on April 6, through their ambas- 
sadors and envoys, addressed to tbe 
Executive an expression of hope that hu- 
manity and moderation might mark the 
course of this government and people, 
and that further negotiations would lead 
to an agreement which, while securing 
the maintenance of peace, would afford 
all necessary guarantees for the re-es- 
tablishment of order in Cuba. In re- 
aponding to that representation, 1 said I 
shared the hope the envoys had express- 
ed that peace might, be preserved'in a 
manner to lertninate the chronic condi- 
tion of disturbance in Cuba so injurious 
and menacing to our interests and tran 
quihty, as well as shocking to our senti- 
ments of humanity, and, while appre- 
ciating the humanitarian and disinter- 
ested character of the communication 
they had made on behalf of the powers, 
I stated the confidence of this govern- 
ment, for its part, that equal apprecia- 
tion would be shown for its own earnest 
and, unseliish endeavors to fulflll a duty 
to humanity by ending a situation the 
indefinite prolongation of which had be- 
come insufferable. 


Kfrorli to rre»i!!i1 n Conflict. 


Still animated by the hope of a peace- 


ful solution and obeying the dictated of 
duty, no effort was relaxed to bring 
about a speedy ending of the Cuban 
atrugprle. 
Negotiations to this object 


continued actively with the government 
ot Spain, looking to the immediate con- 
clusion of a six months' armistice in 
Cuba, with a view to effect the recogni- 
tion of her people's right to indepen- 
dence. Besides this, the instant revoca- 
tion of the order of reconcentration was 
asked, so that the sufferers, returning to 
their homes and aided by united Ameri- 
can and Spanish effort, might be put in 
a way to support themselves, and, by or- 
derly resumption ot the well-nigh de- 
stroyed productive~energies of the island, 
contribute to the-restoraMon of its tran 
qnility and well-being. 


Neeotiations continued for some little 


time at Madrid, resulting in offers by the 
Spanish government which could not but 
be regarded as inadequate. It was pro- 
posed&o confide tbe preparation of peace 
to the iuaular parliament, yet to be con- 
vened under the autonomous decrees of 
November, 1897, but without impair- 
ment in any wise of the constitutional 
powers of the Madrid 
government, 


which, to that end, would grant an ar-' 
mistice, if solicited by the insurgents, 
for auch time as the general-in-chief 
might see fit to flx. How and with what 
scope of discretionary powers the insular 
parliament was expected to a«t about 
the "preparation" of peace did not ap- 
pear. 1£ it were to be by negotiation 
with the insurgents, the issue seemed to 


rest on the one side with a body chosen 
by a fraction of the electors in tbe dis- 
tricts under Spanish control, and on tbe 
other with the insurgent 
population 


holding the interior country, unrepre- 
sented in the so-called parliament, and 
deUaut at the suggestion ot suing for 
peace. 


THE ACTION Oi' CONGRESS. 


imftuge of

Grieved and disappointed at this bar- 


ren outcome of iny sincere endeavors to 
reach a practicable solution, I felt it my 
duty to remit the whole question to the 
Congress. In the message of April 11, 
1898, 1 announced that with this last 
overture in the direction of immediate 
peace in Cuba, and its disappointing re- 
ception by Spaiu, the effort ot the Execu- 
tive was brought to an end. I ajaiu re- 
viewed the alternative courses of action 
which had been proposed, concluding 
that the only one consonant with inter- 
national policy and compatible with our 
Ilrm-set historical traditions was inter- 
vention as a neutral to stop the war and 
check tbe nopeless sacrifice of life, even 
though that resort involved "hostile con- 
straint upon both tbe parties to the con- 
test, as well to enforce a truce as to 
guide tbe eventual settlement." 
The 


grounds justifying that step were, the 
interests of humanity; the duty to pro- 
tect tbe life and property of onr citizens 
in Cuba; the right to check injury to 
our commerce and people through tbe 
devastation of the island, and, most im- 
poitant, the need oE removing at once 
and forever the constant menace and the 
burdens entailed upon our government 
by the uncertainties and perils of the sit- 
uation caused by the unendurable dis- 
turbance in Cuba. .1 said : 


Tbe long war trial has proved that the 


object for which Spain has waged the 
war cannot be attained. The lire of in- 
surrection may llame or may smolder 
with varying seasons, but it hits not 
been, and it is plain that it cannot be, 
extinguished by present methods. The 
only hope of relief and repose from a 
condition which can no longer be en- 
dured is the enforced pacification of 
Cuba. In the name of humanity, in the 
name of civihzilion, in behalf of endan- 
gered American interests which giv) us 
the right and the duty to speak and to 
act, the war in Cuba must c.'ase. 


Authority for Intervention Ankeil. 


In view of this, the Congress was asked 


to authorize and empower the President 
to take measures' to secure a full and 
final termination of hostilities between 
Spain and the people of Cuba and to se- 
cure in the island the establishment of a 
stable government, capable of maintain- 
ing order and observing its international 
obligations, insuring peace and traaquil- 
ity, and the security of its citizens as 
well as our own, and for the accomplish- 
ment of those ends to use the military 
and naval forces oC the United States as 
might be necessary ; .with adrio'l author- 
ity to continue generous relief to tbe 
starving people of Cuba. 


The response of the Congress, after 


nine days of earnest deliberation, duung 
which the almost unanimous sentiment 
of your body was developed on every 
point save as to the expediency of coup- 
ling the proposed action with a foimal 
recognition of the republic of Cuba as 
the true and lawful government of that 
island—a proposition that failed of adop- 
tion—the Congress, after conference, on 
tbe 19lh of April, by a vote of 42 to 35 in 
the Senate and 311 to 6 in the House of 
Representatives, passed the memorable 
joint resolution declaring: 


First—That the people of the Island of 


Cuba are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent. 


Second—That it is the duty of the 


United States to demand, and the gov 
ernment of the United States does here- 
by demand, that the government of 
Spain at once relinquish its authoiity and 
government in the Island ot Cuba and 
withdraw its land aud naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban water. 


Third—That the President of the 


United States be, and he hereby is, di- 
rected and empowered to use the entire 
land and naval forces of the United 
States, and to call into tbe actual service 
of the United States tbe militia of the 
several States, to such extent as may be 
necessary to carry tbese resolutions into 
effect. 
Fourth—That the United States here- 


by disclaims any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over said island except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts its de- 
termination when that is accomplished 
to leave the government and control of 
the Island to its people. 


Withdrawal of gpaiil^li Minister. 


This resolution was approved by the 


executive on the next day, April 20. A 
copy was at once communicated to the 
Spanish minister at this capital, who 
forthwith announced that bis continu- 
ance iu Washington had thereby become 
impossible, and asked for his passports, 
which were given him. He thereupon 
withdrew from Washiugion, leaving tbe 
protection oC the Spanish interests in the 
United States to the French ambassa- 
dor aud the Auatro-Hungariau minister. 
Simultaneously with its communication 
to the Spanish minister here, General 
Woodford, the American minister at 
Madrid, was telegraphed confirmation 
of the text ot the joint resolution and di- 
rected to communicate it to the govern- 
ment of Spain with tbe formal demand 
that it at once relinquish its authority 
and (rovernment in the Island of Cuba 
and withdraw its forces therefrom, coup- 
ling this demand with announcement of 
the intentions of this government as to 
the future of the island, in conformity 
with the fourth clause of the resolution, 
and giving Spain until noon of April 23 
to reply. 


That demand, although, as above 


shown, officially made known to the 
Spanish .envoy here, was not delivered 
at Madrid 
After the instruction reach- 


ed General Woodford on the morning of 
April 21, but before be could, present it, 
the Spanish minister of state notified 
him that upon the President's approval 
of the joint resolution tbe Madrid ftov- 
ernment, regarding the act as "equiva- 
lent to an evident declaration of war," 
had ordered its minister in Washington 
to withdraw, thereby Breaking off diplo- 
matic relations between the two coun- 
tries and ceasing all official communica- 
tion between their respective representa- 
tives. General Woodford thereupon de- 
manded bis • passports and 
quitted 


Madrid the same day. 


FIRST STAGES OF CONFLICT. 


Nortliorn Count ot Cuba Blochmled, »olnn- 


teerg Called For and the 


Navy Strengthened. 


Spain having thus denied tie demand 


of the United States and initiated that 
complete fortn of rupture of relations 
which attends a stale of war, the execu- 
tive powers authorized by the resolution 
were at once used by me to meet tbe en- 
larged contingency of actual war between 
sovereign States. On April 22 I pio- 
| claimed a blockade of the north coast of 
Cuba, including ports on said roast be- 
tween Cardenas and Bahia Honda and 
the port'of Cienfuegos on the south 
side of Cuba, and on the 23d 1 called tor 
volunteers to execute the purpose of the 
resolution. 


By my message of April 25 the Con- 


gress was informed of the situation, and 
I recommended formal declaration of the 
existence of a state of war between the 
United States and Spain. The Congress 
accordingly voted on the same day the 
act approved April 25, 1898, declaring 
tbe existence of such war from and in- 
cluding the 21st rlay of April, and re-en- 
acted tbe provision of the resolution of 
April 20, directing the President to use 
all the armed forces of the nation to 
carry that act into effect. Due notifica- 
tion of the existence of war aa aforesaid 
was given April 25 by telegiaph to all 
the governments with which thn United 
Slates maintain relations, in order that 
their neutrality might be assured during 
the war. Tbe various governments re- 
sponded with proclamationsof neutrality, 
each after its own methods. It is not 
among tbe least gratifying incidents of 
the struggle that the obligations of neu- 
trality were impartially discbatged by 
all, often under delicate and difficult cir- 
cumstances. 


In further fulfillment of international 


duty I issued, April 26,181)8, a proclama- 
tion announcing the treatment proposed 
to be accorded to vessels and their car- 
goes as to blockade, contraband, the ex- 
ercise of the right of search, and the im- 
munity of neutral tUgs and neutral 
goods under enemy's Hag. A similar 
proclamation was made by tl:e Spanish 
government. In tbe conduct of hostili- 
ties thn rules of the declaration of Paris, 
including abstention from resort to pri- 
vateering, have accordingly been observ- 
ed by both belligerents, although neither 
was a party to that declaration. 


I'intt Cull for Voluntourh. 


Our country thus, after an interval of 


half a century of peace with all nations, 
found itself engaged in deadly conflict 
with a foreign eneosy. Every nerve was 
strained to meet the emergency. The 
response to tbe initial call for 12.3.000 
volunteers was instant and complete, as 
wos also the result of the second call of 
May li5 for 75,000 additional volunteers. 
The ranks of the regular army were in- 
creased to the limits provided by the act 
of April 20, 1808. 


The enlisted force of the navy on the 


loth day of August, when it reached its 
maximum, numbered 2-1123 men and ap- 
prentices. Ooe hundred and three ves- 
sels were added to the navy by purchase", 
one was presented to the government, 
one leased and the four vessels of the In- 
ternational Navigation Company, the 
St. P,iul,St Louis, New York and Paris, 
were chartered. In addition to these the 
revenue cutters and lighthouse tenders 
were turned over to the Navy Depart- 
ment aud became temporarily a part of 
thP auxiliary navy. 


The maximum effective Dgbling force 


of the navy duriug the war, separated 
into Classen, was as'follows : 


Four battle ships of the first class; 1 


battle ship of tbe second class; 2 armor- 
ed cruisers ; 6 coast-defense monitors; 1 
armored ram; 12 protected cruisers; 3 
unprotected cruisers; 18 gunboats; 1 
dynamite cruiser; 11 torpedo boats; 
vessels of the old navy, including moni- 
tors, M. Auxiliary navy: 11 auxiliary 
cruisers, 28 converted yachts, 27 convert- 
ed tugs, 19 converted colliers, 15 revenue 
cutters, 4 lighthouse tenders and 10 mis- 
cellaneous vessels. 


Protection of Seaconht Ciliej.. 


Much alarm waa felt along our entire 


Atlantic seaboard lest some attack might 
be made by the enemy. Every precau- 
tion was taken to prevent possible injury 
to our great cities lying along the'coast. 
Temporary 
garrisons 
were provided, 


drawn from the State militia ; infantry 
and light batteries were drawn from the 
volunteer force. About 12 000 troops 
were thus employed. The coast signal 
service was established lor observing the 
approach of an enemy's ships to tbe coast 
of the United States, and the life-saving 
and lighthouse 
services co-operated, 


which enabled tbe Navy Department to 
have all portions of the Atlantic coast, 
from Maine to Texas, under observation. 


The auxiliary navy was created under 


the authority of Congress and was of- 
ficered and manned by the Naval Militia 
of tbe several States. This organization 
patrolled the coast" and performed the 
duty of a second line of defense 


Under the direction of the chief of en- 


gineers submarine mines were placed at 
tbe most exposed points. 
Before the 


outbreak of the war permanent mining 
casemates and cable gallieries had been 
constructed at nearly all important har- 
bors. Most of the torpedo material was 
not to be found in the market and had 
to be specially manufactured. 
Under 


date of April 19, district officers were di- 
rected to take all peliminary measures 
short of the actual attaching of the load- 
ed mines to the cables, and on April 22 
leleprayhic orders were issued to place 
tbe loaded mines in position. 


The augrgate number of mines placed 


was 1,535 at tbe principal harbors from 
Maine to California. Preparations were 
also made for tbe planting of mines at 
'certain other harbors, but owing to the 
early destruction of the Spanish fleet 
these mines were not placed. 


Work or the SIgiml Corpi,. 


The Signal Corps was promptly organ- 


ized and performed service of the most 
difficult and important character. Its 
operations during the war covered the 
electrical connection of all coast fortifi- 
cations, the establishment of telephonic 
and telegraphic facilities for the camps 
Manila, Santiago and in Pjrto Bioo. 
There were constructed 300 miles of line 
at ten great camps, thus t'aciliating mili- 
tary movements from those points iu a 
manner heretofore uuknown in military 
administration. 
Field telegraph lines 


were established and maintained, under 
the enemy's Bra at Manila, and later the 
Manila-Hong Kong cable was teopnned. 


In Porto Rico cable communications 


were opened over a discontinued route, 
and on land the headqnartersof tbe com- 
'manding officer was kept in telegraphic 
or telephonic communication with tbe 
division commanders on four different 
lines of operatious. 


There was placed in Cuban waters a 


completely outfitted cable dhip, with war 
cables and cable gear, suitable both for 


. Ihe destruction of communications be- 
longing to the enemy and the establish- 


ment of oor own. Two ocean cablet 
were destroyed under the enemy's bat- 
teries at Santiago. The day previous to 
the landing of Genera! Shatter's corps at 
Caimanera, within twenty miles of the 
landing place, cable communications 
were established and a cable station open- 
ed, giving direct communication with th« 
government at Washington. This ser- 
vice was invaluable to the Executive in 
directing the operations of the army and 
navy. With a total force of over 1 30(1 
the loss was by disease in cacup and lield, 
officers and men included, only five.. 


Tho National Defence Fuml. 


The national defense fund of $50 000,- 


000 waa expended iu large part by J:e 
army and navy, and the objects for 
which it was used are fully sho\vn in the 
reports of the several Secretaries. 
If. 


was a most timely appropriation, en- 
abling tbe government to strengthen its 
defenses and make pieparations greatly 
needed in case of war. 


This fund being inadequate to the re- 


quirements of equipment and "for the 
conductof t,ue war, the patriotism of th.> 
Congress provided ..be means in the war 
revenue act of June 13 by authorizing a 
3 per cent, popular loan not to exceed 
tour bundled million dollars and by levy- 
ing additional imposts and taxes. Of 
the authorized loan, two hundred mil- 
lions were offered and promptly taken, 
the subscriptions so far exceeding the 
call as to cover it many times over, 
while, preference being given to tbe 
smaller bids, no single allotment exceed- 
ed five thousand dollais. This was a 
most encouraging and significant result, 
showing the vast resources of the nation 
and the determination of the yuople to 
uphold their country's honor. 


It id. not within thn province of thi« 


message to narrate the history of the ex- 
traordinary war that followed the Span- 
ish declaration of April 21, but a brief 
recital of its more salient features is ap- 
propriate. 


The firs), encounter of the war in point 


of date took place April 27, when a de- 
tachment of the blockading squadron 
made a reconnaissance in force at Ma- 
tarizas, shelled the harbjr forts, and dp- 
DQolished several new works in construc- 
tion. 


Beu'ey'ti Remarkable Vietory. 


The next engagement wa« destined to 


mark a memorable epoch in maritime war- 
fare. The Pacific fleet, under Comaiodon1 


George Dewey, had lain for some week^ 
at Hong Kong. 
Upon the colonial proc 


tarnation oE neutrality being issued and 
the customary twenty-four hours' notice 
being given, it repaired to Mirs Bay, near 
Hong Kong, whence it proceeded to tiic 
Philippine islands uuder telegraphed or- 
ders to capture or destroy tbe formidable 
Spanish fleet then assembled at Manila. 
At daybreak on the first of May tbe Amer- 
ican force entered Manila Hay and after a 
few houre* engagement effected the total 
destruction of the Spanish ii^et, consisting 
of ten warships and a transport, besides 
capturing the naval station and forts at 
Cavite, thus annihilating the Spanish 
naval power in the Pacific ocean and com- 
pletely controlling the Bay of Manila, 
with the ability to take the city at will. 
Not a life was lost on our ships, the 
wounded only numbering seven, while not 
a vessel was materially injured. Fur this 
gallant achievement the Congress, upon 
my recommendation, fitly bestowed upon 
the actors preferment and substantial re- 
ward. 


The effect of this remarkable victoiy 


upon the spirit of our people and upon 
tbe fortunes oi the war was instant. A 
prestige of invincibility thereby attached 
to our arms, which continued throughout 
the struggle. Reinforcements were hur- 
ried to Manila under the command of 
Major-General Merritt and firmly estab- 
lished' within sight of the capital, which 
lay helpless before our guns. 


On the 7th day of Ma3r Ibe-government 


was advised officially of the victory at 
Manila, and at once inquired of tbe com- 
mander of oar fleet what troops would 
be required. The information was receiv- 
ed on the 15th day of May, and the firec 
army expedition sailed May 25th and ar- 
rived off Manila June 30. Other expedi- 
tions Boon followed, the total force con- 
sisting of 641 officers and 15,058 enlisted 
men. 
Th« Investment of Manila. 


Only reluctance to cause needless lose of 


life and property prevented the early 
storming and capture of the city, and 
therewith tbe absolute military occupancy 
of the whole group. • The insurgents mean- 
while bad resumed the active hostilities 
suepended by the uncompleted truce of 
December, 1S97. 
Their forces invested 


Manila from the northern and eastern 
side, but were constrained by Admiral 
Dewey and General Merritt from attempt- 
ing an assault. It was fitting that what- 
ever was to be done in the way of decisive 
operations in that quarter should te ac- 
complished by the strong arm of the 
United States aione. Obeying the stern 
precept of war which enjoins tbe over- 
coming of the adversary and the extinc- 
tion of bis power wherever assailable aa 
the speedy and sure means to win a peace, 
divided victory was not permissible, for 
no partition of tbe rights and responsi- 
bilities attending the enforcement of a 
just and advantageous peace conld be 
thought of. 


Following tbe comprehensive scheme ol 


general attack, powerful forces were as- 
sembled at various points on our coast to 
invade Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Meanwhile 


naval demonstrations were made at several 
exposed points. On May 11 tbe cruiser 
Wilmington and torpedo boat Winslow 
were unsuccessful in au attempt to eilence 
the batteries at Cardenas, a gallant ensign, 
Worth Bagley, and four seamen falling. 
These grievous fatalities were strangely 
enough among tbe very few which occur- 
red during onr naval operations in this 
extraordinary conflict. 


Admiral Corvora'B Fleet. 


Meanwhile the Spanish naval prepara- 


tions had been pushed with great vigor. A 
powerful squadron under Admiral Cervera, 
which bad assembled at the Cape Verde 
Islands before tbe outbreak ol hostilities, 
had crossed tbe ocean, and by its erratic 
movements in the Carribean sea delayed 
our military plans while baffling the pur- 
suit of our fleets. For a time fears were 
felt lest the Oregon and Marietta, then 
nearing home after their long voyage 
from San Francisco of ovor 15,000 miles, 
might be surprised by Admiral Cervera's 
fleet, but their fortunate arrival dispelled 
these apprehensions and lent much needed 
reinforcement. 
Not until Admiral Oer- 


vera took refuge in tbe harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba, about May 19, was it practicable 
to plan a systematic naval and military 
attack upon tbe Antilleau possessions of 
Spain. 


Several demonstrations occurred on the 


coast of Cuba and Porto Rico in prepara- 
tion for the larger event. On May 30 
Commodore Schley'a squadron bombarded 


the forts guarding the mouth of the Pau- 
tiago harbor. 
Neither attack had any 


material result. It was evident that well- 
ordered land operations were indispensiblc 
to achieve a decisive advantage. 


The ireroiHiit i»f llolmm. 


The next act in the war thrilled not 


alone the hearts of our countrymen, but 
the world bv its exceptional heroism. 
Ou the night of June 3, Lieutenant 
Ilobson, aided by seven devoted volun- 
teers, blocked the narrow outlet from 
Santiago harbor by sinking the collier 
M>-.'rrimac in the channel, under a fierce 
lire from the shore batteries, escaping 
with their lives aa by a miracle, but fall- 
ing into tbe hands of the Spaniards. It 
is a moat gratifying incident of the war 
that the bravery of this litfle band of 
heroes was cordially appreciated by the 
Spanish admiral, who senta flag of truce 
to notify Admiral Sampson of their 
safety and to compliment them on their 
flaring act. Tlm> were subsequently 
exchanged July 7. 


By June 7 tho cutting of the last 


Cuban Cible isolated the island. 
There- 


after the invasion was vigorously prose- 
cuted. On June 10, under a heavy pro 
tecting fire, a lauding of 600 marines 
•from the Oregon, Miirblehead and Yan- 
kee was effected in Guantanamo bay, 
where it had been determined to estab- 
lish a naval station. 


This important and essential port was 


taken from the enemy after severe fight- 
ing by tha marines, who weie the first 
organized force of the United States to 
land iu Cuba. 


Tile Camnnign Aronntl Santiago. 


The position so won was held despite 


desperate actempts to dislodge our forces. 
I3y June 10 additional forces were land- 
ed and strongly intrenched. Oa June 22 
the advance of trie invading army under 
Miijor-Geueral Sbafter landed at Ddiqu- 
ri, about 15 miles east of Santiago. 
This was accomplished under great difli- 
euities, but with marvelous dispatch. 
On June 23 the movement against Santi- 
ago was begun. Oa the 2-ilh the first 
serious engagement took place, in which 
the First and Tenth cavalry and the First 
U. S Volunteer cavalry, Gen. Young's 
brigade of General Wheeler's division, 
participated, losing heavily. By night- 
fall, however, ground within five miles 
of Santiago was won. The advantage 
was steadily increased. On July! a se- 
vere battle took place, our forces gaining 
the outworks of Santiago ; on the 2nd 
El Caney and San Juan were taken alter 
•i desperate charge, and the investment 
of the city was completed 
The navy 


co operated by shelling the town aud the 
coast forts. 


D<T,tri*ct!nn of tlic Spanish Fleet. 


On the day following this briiliiml 


ichievement of our land forces, thn 3rd 
of J uly, occurred the decisive naval com- 
bat of the war. T.le Spanish lleet, at- 
tempting to leave the harbor, was met 
by the American squadron under com- 
mand of Commodore Simpson. In less 
thtin three hours all the Spanish ships 
were destroyed, the two torpedo boats 
being sunk, and the Maria Teresa, A.1- 
mirante Oquendo, Vizcaya and Christo- 
bal Colon driven ashore. The Spanish 
admiral at,d over 1,300 men where taken 
prisoners, while the enemy's loss of life 
was deplorably large, some600 perishing 
On our side butoue man.was killed, on 
i,he Brooklyn, aud one man, seriously 
Bounded. 
Although our ships were 


repeatedly struck, not oue was seriously 
Injured. 
Where all so coiifpicuously 


distinguished themselves from the com- 
manders to the, gunners ami the un- 
named heroes in the boiler rooms, each 
and all contributing toward the achieve- 
ment of this asioundmg victory for 
which neither ancient nor modern his- 
lory affords a parallel in the complete- 
ness of the event and the marvelous 
•liciprcportioa ot casiialities. It would 
be insidious to single cut any for especial 
honor. 


Doserved promoti.ra U.H rewar le 1 tiie 


most couspcuious actors—tbe nation's

reaching consequences can scarcely be 
measured. Nor can we be unmindful 
of 
the achievements of our builders., 


mechanics and artisans for their skill in 
the construction of our warships. 


With the catastrophe of Santiago 


Spains's effort upon the ocaan virtually 
ceased. A spasmodic tffoit toward the 
end of Jjue to send her Mediterranean 
flsiet under Admiral Camara to relieve 
Manila was abandoned, the expedition 
being recalled after it hail passed through 
the Suez renal. 


Citpitillation of Santiago. 


The capitulation of Santiago followed. 


The city was closely besieged by land, 
while the entrance of our ships into the 
harbor cut oil all relief on that side. 
After a truce to allow of the removal of 
noncombatants protracted negotiations 
continued from July 3 until July 15. 
when, under menace of immediate as- 
sault, the preliminaries of surrender were 
agreed upon. Ou the 17th General Shat- 
ter occupied the city. The capitulation 
embraced t he entire eastern end of Cuba 
The number ot Spanish soldiers surrend- 
ering was 22,000, all of whom were subse- 
quently conveyed Io Spain at the charge 
of the United Slates. The story of this 
successful campaign is told in the report 
of tbe Secretary of War, which will be 
laid before you. The individual valor of 
officers and soldiers was never more strik- 
ingly shown than iu the several engage- 
ments leading to tbe surrender of Santi- 
ago, while the prompt movements and 
successive victories won instant and uni- 
versal applause. To those who gained 
this complete triumph, which established 
the ascendancy of the United States up- 
on land as the fiu;ht off Santiago had fix- 
ed our supremacy on the seas, the earnest 
and iastuif! i<ratitucie of tbe nation is un- 
sparingly dus 
Nor should we alone re- 


member the gallantr.t of the living; the 
dead claim our tears, aud our losses by 
battle and disease must cloud auy exul- 
iiition at the result and tench us to weigh 
the awful cost of war, however rightful 
the causa or sigrirtl the victory. 


Tho I'orfco Itivni) Kxiieditiun. 


With the fall of Santiago the occupa- 


tion of Porto Rico became the next stra- 
tegic necessity. General Miles had pre- 
viously been assigned to organize an ex- 
pedition for that purpose. Fortunately 
he was already at Sintiagn, whsre he 
had arrived ou the IHh of July with re- 
inforcements for General Shatter's army. 


With these tioops, consisting of 3,415 


infantry and at-tilh;ry, two companies i f 
engineers and one company ot the Signal 
Curps, General Miles left Guantanamo 
ou July 21, having nine traiwuoito con- 
voyed by the 1leet under Captain Hiugln- 
aou, with the Massachusetts, (fl'.tgeMp, 


Dixie, Gloucester, Columbia and Tale, 
the two latter carrying troops. The ei- 
pedilion landed at Gnanica July 25, 
wtich port was entered with little oppo- 
sition. Here the rleet was joined by tbe 
Annapolis mid the Wasp, while the Pur- 
itan and Amptutrite went to San Juan 
and joined the New Orleans, which was 
engaged in blockading that port. The 
Major-GeneraI cornKianding was subse- 
quently reinforced by General Schwau's 
brigade, of the Third Army Corps, by 
General Wilson with a part of his divis- 
iou, and also by General Brooke with a 
part of his corp?, numbering ia all 16,975 
officers and men. 


On July 27 he entered Ponce, one ol 


the most important ports in the island, 
from which he thereafter directed opera- 
tions for tbe capture of the island. 


With the exception of encnuntets witli 


the eneray at Gnayama, Ilorniigueros, 
Coamo and Yauco, and an attack on a 
force landed at Cape S-in Juan, there 
was no serious resistance. 
The cam- 


paign was prosecuted with great vii?or, 
aud by the 12th of August much of tho 
island was iu our possession, and the ac- 
quisition of Die remainder was only a 
matter of a snort lime. At most of the 
points in the island our troops were en- 
thusiastically welcomed. Protestations 
of loyalty to the flan aud gratitude for 
delivery from Spanish rule met our com- 
manders at every stage. Asa potent hi- 
ll uence toward pence the outcome of t've 
Porto Rican expedition was of ijreat con- 
sequence and generous commendation is 
due to those who participated iu it. 


Fall of Manila. 


The laat scene of the war was enacted 


at Manila, its starting place. On August 
15. after a brief assault upon the works 
by the laud forces, in which the squatlniu 
assisted, the capital surrendered uncoil- 
di'ionally. The casualties were compar- 
atively few. By this the conquest of the 
Philippine Wands, virtually accomplish- 
ed when the Spanish capacity for resist- 
ance was destroyed by Admiral IJewej 's 
victory of the 1st of May. was formally 
sealed. To General Merritt, bis officers 
and men for iheir uncomplaining and de- 
voted service and for their gallantry in 
action the nation is sincerely grateful. 
Their long voyage was made >AU|I singu- 
lar success, aud the soldierly conduct of 
the men, most of whom were without 
previous experience in the military ser- 
vice, deserves unmeasured praise. 


Fatal CasualtieH in Army ami Xavy. 
The total casualties in killed ana 


wounded iu the ariny during the war 
with Spain were: Oil'ueis killed, 23; en- 
listed meu killed, 257 ; total, 280 ; officers 
wounded, 113; enlHred meu wounded, 
MM; total, 1 377. Oi the navy : Kill- 
ed, 17: wounded, 07 ; died as result of 
wounds, 1; invalidrd from service, o; 
total, 81. 


It will be observed that while our navy 


was engaged m two great h ittles and in 
numerous perilous undertakings in block- 
ade and bombardment, and more than 
50,000 of our troops were transported to 
distant lands nud were engaged inass&u'.c 
and siege and battle aud many skirmish- 
es in unfamiliar territoiy, we lost- iu both 
arms of the service a total of 1 fiCS killed 
and wounded ; and in the entire cam- 
paign by l*urj and sea we did not losi- a 
gun or a II .ig or a traiuport or a alii p. ar-d 
with the exc-fpliin of the CI<HV of the 
Merrimac not a soldiei or sailor was 
taken prisoner

THE QUAY CASE POSTPONED. 
The reasons assigned 
by Senator 


Quay's attorneys for a writ of eertiorari 
to remove the conspiracy case from the 
Court of Q'lavter Sessions of Philadel- 
phia to the Supreme "Jourt are so sur- 
prising in their nature that the people of 
the State in general will look upon them 
with considerable askance. 
They will 


be found in another column. 


It is apparent that Senator Quay 


desires the case postponed, although he 
repeatedly stated his purpose to meet his 
accusers at the earliest possible moment. 
His change of purpose, especially for 
reasons which are questionable, is looked 
upon as an indication that he no longer 
wishes so speedy a trial. 


The following are illustrative of the 


comments of the papers of the State:

OQ petition of defendants for a writ 


of eertiorari to remove the trial of the 
Quay conspiracy case from the Pbiladel- 
puia Court of Qaarter Sessions, Justices 
Green and Williams, of the Supreme 
Court, have granted a rule for a hearing 
to determine the mauer on January 7, 
1.S99. and a stay of proceedings until 
lurcher order of the Court. 


So tar from being guilty of the con- 


spiracy charged against them in the in- 
dictments found by the grand jury, the 
defendants allege that they are victims 
of a conspiracy on the pact of James Gay 
Gordon and others, aided nnd abetted by 
Pieaidant Judge Pinletterand tbePnila- 
delphianewspapers, (with one exception) 
to prevent the election of a Republican 
Governor in Pennsylvania and the elec 
won of Matthew S, Quay to succeed him- 
self in the United Slates Senate. 


Probably tbe Supreme Court will have 


little dillictilty in refusing the writ asked 
for. which is a practical impeachment of 
the Courts, tbe press and the people of 
Philadelphia; but in the meantime Sen- 
ator Quay will have secured a certain de- 
lay ot the trial until after District At- 
torney Graham shall have gone out of 
office, and a probable delay until after 
tne .Legislature shall have electad a 
United St'-ites Senator. 


"The Record" does not wish to be 


deemed guilty of prejudgment; but if 
Senator Quay and his tellow-defendnnts 
be innocent, they have taken a most mis- 
taken course. 
In the general public 


opinion their plea for delay and for a 
change of venua will be deemed tanta- 
mount to an acknowledgment of inability 
to disprove the conspiracy alleged against 
them.

Senator Q>iay'a professed zeal for an 


eaily trial is not carried out in the line 
of lieteusB adopted by his counsel. 
The 


Senator stands indicted, in the language 
ot Judge Fmletter, for a conspiracy to 
anpropriuta the property of the People's 
Bank without the authority and know 
ledgr of itsovvnwr. Certainly it behooves 
him to lose uo time iu freeing himself 
from thj> odium of auch an accusation. 


In his n'i Wished telegram to his coun- 


sel from Florida on November 12, Sena- 
tor Quay says : "I shall not gratify the 
malice of my enemies by a moment's 
(May in meeting them at anytime and 
place they may name." His counsel at 
one stage of the prnceediugs'assured the 
Court that "the defeti lants are just as 
H.nxious to have tins case tried expedi- 
tiously an anybody, because they are 
under a charse which ought to be dip- 
posed of proaii-tly." In spite of these 
assurances, the conclusion is irresistible 
that Mr. Quay does not want to have 
his case tried at all, or, if tried, not until 
two evenM have transpired, viz, the 
close of District Attorney Graham's term 
and the election of a United States Sena- 
tar at Ilarrisburg.

THE UATTLEFUXD PARK. 


At the thirty-second national encamp- 


ment of the Grand Army of Iho Republic 
resolutions were adopted highly eulo- 
gistic of the work of the Gettysburg 
battlefield commissioner?, and especial 
gratification was expressed at the mark- 
ing of the lines of the Army of .Northern 
Virginia as rapidly as the land titles 
could be obtained by the United States. 
It was declared that in vie-.v of the 
limited appropriations, the progress of 
the work, its stability and excsllerce 
commanded 
the admira'ion of every 


soldier, and the hope was expressed that 
Congress would be more liberal in grant- 
ing funds for the complotion of ttie work 
according to the plans. 


The recent war, which, compared with 


the Civil War, will stand iu our history 
as a snow flurry to a whole winter, and 
the demands which it has made upon 
the national purse should not be per- 
mitted to retard the completion nf the 
work begun at Gettysburg.

Counsel for tile Senator and Bis Oo-T>efen«l- 


ants Claims Tliity CtiDnot Secure a Fair 
Trial In tlio Quarter Svablous Court. 


Another unlooked-for and very sensa- 


tional turn was given to the Quay conspir- 
acy cases ou Saturday when it was an- 
nounced that 
Supreme Court Justices 


Williams and Green bad granted a role 
which stays all proceedings in the Court 
of Quarter Sessions until the Supreme 
Court decides upon a writ of eertiorari, 
which has been 'applied for by Senator 
Qnay'? attorneys. The inle upon the 
Commonwealth and District Attorney is 
nnnde rfcturnable on January 7, five days 
after the expiration of tbe term of office of 
District Attorney George S. Graham. Un- 
til the Supreme Court takes action upon 
the petition of Senator Quiiy and his co- 
defendants, the prosecution of their cases 
civnuot btj proceeded with. 


In view of the fact that the defendants 


had aubpuined ex-Judge Gordon, John 
Wanatuaker, Receiver Barlow and other 
public men to appear as witnesses in the 
trial of the cises, tbe date for which had 
been set for yesterday, the application for 
and the issuing of the rale which will 
block the proceedings came as an especial 
surprise. Various constructions are placed 
upon the the two widely-differing moves, 
but no explanation of the reasons which 
led to the application for a writ of eertiorari 
is vouchsafed by Senator Quay's attorneys. 


Great interest is aroused" in political

diately prior to the transfer of the sover 
eignty thereof to the United States, ar 
hereby declared to be citizens of th 
United States."

Treaty is Sow l>one. 


The United States and Spanish peace 


commissioners concluded their work last 
Thursday and finally settled the terms of 
the treaty of peace. 


The essential features of tlie treaty are 


embodied in eight articles, as follows : 


First—The customary preface of treaties 


in the nature of an expression of amity 
and of hope for perpetual peace. 


Second—The relinquishment by Spain 


of her sovereignty over Cuba. 


Third—The withdrawal of the Spanish 


troops from Cuba. 


Fourth—The relinquishraent by Spain 


of her sovereignty over Porto liico. 


Fifth—Spain's cession of the 
Philip- 


pines, 


Sixth—The withdrawal of the Spanish 


troops in the Philippines. 


Seventh—Pavment bv the United States 


of $130,000,000 for the Philippines. 


Eighth—The provision for the "open- 


door" commercial policy in the Philip- 
pines. 


The Spaniards are exceedingly bitter 


over the result, though observiug the 
forma of friendliness and courlesy to the 
end. Senor Montero Kios, whose strong 
and persistent struggle to save for bis 
country every possible asset from the 
wreck of her colonial empire has com- 
manded the respect and admiration of his 
opponents, went from the council cham- 
ber to his bed in a state of complete col- 
lapse as the result of the long strain aud 
his chagrin over the small fruita of his ef- 
forts.

The Adams County Farmers^ Association 


met in the Court-room last Saturday. The 
Association waa called to order by the 
President and the minutes of last meeting 
were read and approved. ' 


"la There Any Reform 'Needed in Our 


I'd olio School System?", assigned to Mr. 
W. H. Black, was the first topic taken up. 
The speaker said in part, he knew there 
was some objection to the office of County 
Superintendent—some to the way of elect- 
ing, and some to the salary. As to the 
first two objections, be knew of no better 
plan ; as to the third, the salary might be 
less but did not consider ib a serious mat- 
ter. 
Some object to Directors being com- 


pelled to serve without remuneration, Ite 
thought it would beamistake to pay them. 
He thinke the system very good, but the 
administration very poor sometimes. He 
has some knowledge of the school system 
of half a dozen States, but prefers our own. 


Mr. H. D. Braam said from what he had 


seen in Adatne county tbelast thirty years, 
he thought the more the salary increased 
the more incompetent the incumbent, of 
course there were some exceptions. 


'Mr. D. P. Forney thought between serv- 


ing for salary and the weilfare of the 
school, the latter would likely secure the 
more competent men. Pie also thought 
when the State has given each boy or girl 
a good common acbool education it has 
done its duty. 
When parents or children 


want a higher education it should be given 


y their own efforts. 
Dr. C. E. Goldsborough, to whom the 


subject of "Taxation" was assigned, not 
being present, Mr. D. P. Forney opened 
the discussion and was followed by liou. 
Theo. McAllister aud Mr. W. H. Black. 


The last subject, "Would the Retention 


of the Philippines bo of any advantage to 
the American Farmer," was discussed by 
Mr. D. P. Forney. 
The speaker did not 


think the farmer would experience any 
great change, for three reasons : first, the 
islands being very fertile and their great 
distance from the United States, they can 
provide their own food cheaper than we 
can send it there. Second, in their un 
civilized condition they are not prepared 
to use the things manufactured in the 
United States. 
And as for clothing, they 


do not use very ranch, a large percentage 
none at all. Thirdly, as for imports, to- 
bacoo, sugar and twine are the main arti- 
cles. Cheaper twine would be of advan- 
tage to all farmers in the United States. 
Cheaper tobacco and sugar would be a ben- 
efit to consumers, but injurious to produc- 
ers. He thought we were on dangerous 
ground. If we retain them, they are not 
capable of self-gove^nme&t and will have 
to put them under the strong arm of the 
military, which is contrary to the princi- 
ples of our government. Me believed it 
would be better to form a protectorate 
over them till they are capable of self-gov- 
ernment, which he thought would be a 
[ong time. 


Mr. W. H. Black said-through course of 


events we have them on our hands and 
could not let them go if we wantpd to. He 
thinks we should not annex but. keep a 
protectorate over them till they establish 
a government of their own. If they are 
retained as colonies binder twine would 
come here free of tariff which would be a 
great benefit to farmers.

l.be retention of the islands, but it would 
prove a great blessing to them.

THE FARM IX \VIXTI2K. 


A WRIT1SK MAKES SOME Sl'GGKSTIOXS 


ViriCH ARE PRACTICABLE—FROM A 
l!USINK-« 1'OINT OF VIEW. 


Some people will tell us that the farm- 


er who works hard all summer should 
take a vacation in the winter, ami do 
but little more than care for his live 
Btoek. In ray own farming experiences, 
says a writer in the Practical farmer, I 
could never make things aome around 
right without doing considerable work 
in the winter. 1 do not work as many 
hours in the day as in summer, but my 
business requires me to do considerable 
work every day, either in or out of 
doors. There is always work that needs 
doing in the barn or other buildings. 
On our farm we have a shop with suit' 
able tools, where we often spend the 
stoimydays repairing or making farm 
implements. I have some very useful 
tools which I have made in the winter, 
sucli as plank drags, stone boats, bar- 
rows, sleijus, wagon boxes, hay-racks 
and wheelbarrows. 
There is always 


much that one can do in the winter that 
will save valuable time in the spring. 
The farmer should not fail to use the 
pleasant weather in the winter to provide 
the year's supply of fuel. I suppose 
that most of the farmers have a wood 
lot ttmt furnishes them with their fuel, 
and I wish to show the s^momy of 
using only well seasoned wood that is 
kopt under cover. I kuow farmers who 
draw but one load of wood at a time, 
then cut it as used tor the stove, leaving 
it out of doors to get wet or be covered 
with snow. 
It is very trying to a 


•woman's patience to burn such wood, 
besides it does not pay, for much more 
la used, as the stove must be kept full 
all fie time to make it burn, while one 
or two sticks of dry wood will often 
make alt the fire that is needed, and 
would burn at ouce. I seldom fail to keep 
a year's supply of fuel on hand, and we 
always have seasoned wood under cover. 
I have been able to get my wood with, I 
think, the least expenditure of labor in 
the following way : I go to the woods 
before the snow comes and cut the'wood 
ready to load on the sleigh. The logs 
that are above 6 or 7 inches in diameter 
are drawn to a convenient place to bad 
them, and placed on skids. The smaller 
wood is cut and thrown in piles near a 
road. I use the first sleighing to draw 
the wood to some place near the wood- 
house. We use horse-power and a drag 
or cross-cut saw, and a circular saw for 
sawing the wood in stove lengths, and 
make a short job of it, as we can saw llJ 
to 20 cords in a day. 
During the winter 


we split the wood ready for the stove, 
but allow it to partly season out of doors 
before putting it in the wood-house. I 
have learned not to put green wood in 
the wood-house unless the house is an 
open one; for it will mold and spoil for 
burning. My wood-house is so built that 
there is a door that opens into the kitch- 
en near the r,mge, which makes the wood 
'very convenient to get at. I get the 
year's wood supply all piled in the wood- 
house before it is time to begin farming 
in the spring, then give the subject no 
more attention until the next winter. 
My farm work is not interrupted or de- 
layed by cutting wood in the summer. 
We often infra coal in our sitting room 
or parlor stoves, and have found it paid 
me to draw my supply in the winter on 
sleishing, and store it in the cellai. I 
think it is more economical to burn coal 
in our sitting room or parlor stoves, and 
it is more economical to burn coal that has 
been stored for some time, so that it is 
dry. I have a neighbor who says't pays 
luno to buy coal and season it as well as 
wood. I always draw out the manure 
ia winter at.d spread it so as to save 
time in tlw spring. Besides the work 
out of doois, or the work in the barn or 
shop, the farmer should take time to 
balance his accounts for the year pant, 
take an inventory of bis stock, and make 
his plans for the next year. The success- 
ful former cannot spend his time at the 
country stores in idleness. Like other 
business men he must during his work- 
ing huiirs be constantly employed, but I 
believe iu making short days in the win- 
ter ; then spend the evenings at home in 
reading the agricultural journals, and 
other good literature.

between winter protection and suaime 
mulch, says au agricultural writer, fi 
it will not always do to get the tw 
things mixed. A good summer uiulc 
can be made use of more or less as 
winter pioteution ; but the bear, \ut>u 
protection is wholly unsuitable tor 
summer mulch. .Nature's protection— 
snow—is most decidedly the best of a 
as far as the nature of aubstacce ia con 
cerned, and if it could be depended upo 
to come early enough and stay lat 
enough to do its perfect work it woul 
be all the heart could reasonably deairt 
But unfortunately, here in souther 
Maine, we canuot depend upon it, so w 
<-re obliged to look out for a substitut 
As being thtf most available material w 
make use of small evei green trees, th 
3r being the best. Trees that are fro 
S lo 12 feet high are the best; the bougt 
trimmed fiom the lower aide so tha 
they will lay wliete they are placet
